Now i laying hold of Her Majefty’s 
Olfer, by his Grace the High Commiffion- 
er there, and the like here in England, 
there feems to me, to be one ready Step to 
make both fides ealie, and to remove the 
Jealoufies on either hand, asto the Danger 
ot the Church, whether Epifcopal or Pref- 
Ayterian , and that the Matter is very fhort, 
Viz.

To fay this may be cefs’d, annull’d or af- 
terwards made void, fcems individious, 
ard is to my Appreheation talking nothing 
at all, for no fubfequent Parliament can 
make null any Article of the Treaty ———~ 
Jt would be no Treaty, if this could be. 
The Tr-aty is the Foundation and con- 
Ajtuent Head of the Parliament ot Britain, 
and gives ita Being, and therefore is fo 
far fuperiour co its Power, as not to be de- 
ftroy’d by its own Subfticute ; and as I have 
faid elfewhere to break the Treaty, is to 
diffulve the Conftitution, and very being of 
the Parliament, aad overthrow the Union, 
and to think Evyland will contribute to 
breaking the Treaty, is too hard a Sug- 

eftion, and what I care not to enter upon 
the Defcription of here. 

How prepofterovs it is to judge, that a 
Parliament fhou!d hereafter annul and abs- 
lifh, in Prejudice of a who'e Kingdom, what 
before the very Being of that Parliament 
was declar’d to be their Right, and affented 
to, granted, and capitulated for on both 
fides.
